The Ch cago crime commission reports the mur- 
der problem as “ fast reaching a point beyond the 
control at the authorities.” 

The commission is not a sensation seeking or- 
ganizatidn or a self advertiser, and it speaks with 
the fac Eighty-six murders or homicides have 
already been committed this year tm Chicago, 
nearly one a day, a rate which if kept up will 
make a new recor, and our murder records of 
the past are already a shame to the community. 
Discussing causes the commission emphasizes 
the delay of justice and points out that it is the 
cases where trials have taken place after many 
postponements that miscarriages of justice chiefly 
occurs fs 
This is inevitable. 


Delays mean a 6teady leak- 
age of the moral sense of outrage. The crime 
grows dim. The victim is forgotten. Meantime 
witnesses are lost or their memories are less exact 
and vivid. The sinister influences which have 
play in the world of organized crime and corrupt 
politics gain opportunities to operate. Funds are 
found for employing expert practitioners in the 
art of defeating justice. 

Finally even when convictions are secured 
the moral effect upon the community is weakened 
by the tardiness of punishment. Justice must be 
swift to strike terror to the evilly disposed. 

This is a truism, but what a terrible light it 
throws upon our negligence as to crimes of vio 
lence and the obvious reforms they cry for in this 
community. Less than halt of the offenders tried 
for murder last year wére penalized, and of nine 
senten to hang ohly oné reached -the gallows. 
The chances, made possible by the delays in our 
process of criminal justice, are so favordble to 
killers that ‘murder. hardly deserves to be ranked 
as a hazardous act. 

The commission appeals for special consideration 
by our public authorities of the situation, and de 
clares that “ the authorities are too tolerant of con- 
ditions that make for murder, that too many mur- 
ders are unsolved, that evidence is neither effi- 
ciently gathered nor safely protected, that there 
is too little care in the preparation of _muréder 
trials, and that police prosecutors and judges all

AN INHERITANCE TAX 
INJUSTICE. 


One of the few constructive proposals on tax 
revision contributed by the Democrats amid their 
vote catching experiments in tax legislation is that 
of Senator Walsh of Massachusetts, who offers 
an amendment providing that the inheritance tax 
shall apply to the beneficiary and not to the estate.

LOSS OF APPETITE. 
T’S the nature of things for a child 
to have an appetite. If it has not, 
then something is wrong. 

Breast fed babies always have an 
appetite, and a good one. A breast fed 
baby may not eat because he cannot 
breathe through his nose by reason of a 
i cold, of because he cannot swallow by 
reason .of..sore throat, diphtheria, or 
suckling is painful by reason of some 
such condition, or sore mouth. In such 
event he has appetite but he prefers not 
to eat. 
has bowel trouble or if he is developing 
an infection, 


le 
A bottle fed baby -occasionaily loses 
his appetite. Dr. T. ‘W. Clark says that 
if there is no developing infection or sore 
mouth to account for this the cause will 
be found in the food. It is either too 
rich in sugar or fat, of both. His method 
of overcoming itis to feed the baby on 
skim milk for afew days, or even a 
week or two. He saw one such baby 
without appetite, due to a mixture that 
was’ too rich, gain nearly two pounds 
in four days after being put on a skim 
milk diet, while skim milk, as a long 
continued diet for a baby, will bring 
about serious trouble. 
Many cases of indigestion, colic, minor 


Say what we may, the average mother 
whose baby gets a little sick will spend 
a few days experimenting before she 
sends for the doctor. Skim milk diet is 
about as good a diet as she can find. 

Lack of appetite in older children is 
more frequent. Dr. T. W: Clark says

DWARDSVILLE, ML, May 4.— 
[Special.] — Diversification of 
agriculture has kept the farm- 
ers’ heads above the water in this 

section during the last few years. Agri- 
culture changes its colors with the 
different kinds of crops from St. Louis 
wf the top of the ridge near Hdwards- 
ville. 

Despite the fact that prices for 
wheat and milk have not been satisfac- 
tory to producers during the last sea- 
son or two the farmers in this section 
are in fairly good condition; there is 
plenty of money in circulation. They 
do not market all of their eggs in one 
basket like they do in some of the one 
crop sections. 


eo 

Much of the wheat was winter killed 
in Madison and adjoining qjurties. 
Along the ridge and down the slope 
eating to the Mississippi bo.toms 
farmners estimate that there will be a 
560 per cent wheatrcrop. In many cases 
the damage was so severe that grow- 
ers are plowing up land and prepar- 
ing to plant corn where the wneat is 
killed. Wheat is one of the main crops 
in this territory. Less damage was 
done to wheat in the American bot- 
toms. The big loss was caused by 
heavy freezes in January when there 
was no bianket of snow to protect thé 


crop. 

Although the oat crop was seeded 
late this spring, due to the wet soil 
following the melting of snows and 
rains in February and March, it is 
in excellent condition. The oats are 
two or three inches high.

A high percentage of corn land has 
been plowed and planting will start in 
a few days. Around the second week 
in May is corn planting time here. 
Where the crop is to be used for silage 
they plant corn as late as June.

sandy ridge, twenty miles long and 
onefourth to one mile wide, stretch- 
ing along the bluff between Hast St.

Yes- 
terday many of the potato gruwers 
were out covering their patches with 
a solid blanket of wheat straw eight to 
ten inches thick, This makes ca!tiva- 
ting unnecessary, holds the molisiure, 
protects the vines front the scorching 
hot sun and makes it possibie for 
farmers to produce potatoes that will 
keep through the winter until the 
new crop comes on the next year. 
They cannot do this under the ordi- 
nary system of growing these tubers.
